RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated l8.Dec.2002 7 the applicants 
herein elect the subject matter of Group I: Claims 2-10, 28-41 and the subject matter of 
claims 25-27. 

The applicants point out that in the prior Restriction Requirement dated 
18.Dec.2002, the Examiner had apparently divided the subject matter of the outstanding 
claims into two groups; Group I directed to a "compositions" and Group II to a "method 
of making". A review of the language of claims 25 - 27 reveals that the subject matter 
of these claims are directed to "A protective or controlled release system for an active 
ingredient comprising a composite material comprising a thermoplastic hydrophilic 
matrix and a hydrophobic active ingredient dispersed as droplets within the 
thermoplastic hydrophilic matrix " which logically appears to be directed to a 
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composition of matter, and hence the applicants believe should have properly been 
included in the identified claims of Group I The inclusion of the subject matter of claims 
25 - 27 is sufficiently similar to that of claim 1, et al, that it is believed that a search of 
the subject matter of claim 1 would be commensurate with the scope of search required 
for claims 25 - 27. Accordingly it is believed that claims 25 - 27 should be included in 
the Group I claims. 

Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the subject matter of the non-elected 
claims in a divisional application, if such subject matter is not ultimately granted here.
